Press Comments On ‘Blaine. 
‘New Tonk, January 20. 
The Herald's Washington special 


8 ys that Btainé’s belligerent South- 


American policy has been recoursed 
by President Arthur. Prescott has 
been instructed not to make a dicta- 
torial demand on Chili which Blaine 
had ordered, Maurtinez, the Chilian 
minister here, has given official assur- 
ance to Secretary Frelinghuysen that 
his government meant no offence to 
the United States by the removing of 
Calderon from Lima. 

General Hurlbut has been called 
home, and should be now on his way. 
Itis high time for all this, as is 
shown by the extraordinary corres- 
pondence regarding Chili and Peru, 
sent to Congress yesterday by the 
President. The publication of the 
correspondence has brought out con- 
siderabie adverse newspaper criticism 
with regard to Blaine’s course in the 
matter. 

The Herald regards Blaine’s action 
as dishonorable, and says that it was 
not diplomacy, but simply vulgar in- 
trigue, that he had a great trust aud 
misused it basely. After Garfield was 
disabled he planned, and secretly car 
ried ont, a policy which no honorable 
statesmian like Garfield would have 
tolerated, and which the country 
would not have approved, and which 
Garfield’s successor ‘fortunately dis- 
covered and reversed in time to save 
the good name of the United States. 

The Times says the country will 
read Blaine’s instructions to Prescott 
with amazement, not unmixed with 
a sense of. reliefs tat the unstable 
policy of Blaine was arrested at 3 
critical moment, aud barely in time to 


avert its unavoidable and lamentable 


consequences.
